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SAN FRANCISCO - Second baseman Marco Scutaro 
is staying in San Francisco after agreeing to a $20 million, 
three-year contract with the Giants late Tuesday. 

Vice president of baseball operations Bobby Evans said 
the sides had agreed to a deal, pending a physical. Earlier in the eve¬ 
ning, Scutaro had been weighing a two-year contract offer that included 
a vesting option - but he was seeking a three-year deal to remain with the 
World Series champions. The Giants and Scutaro's representatives met Tuesday 
at the winter meetings in Nashville, Tenn. In other moves, the Giants exercised 
2014 contract options on manager Bruce Bochy and GM Brian Sabean. 

The 37-year-old Scutaro, the NL championship series MVP, batted .362 with 
three homers and 44 RBIs in 61 games with the Giants after he was acquired in a 
July 27 trade with Colorado. The Giants suddenly have quite a familiar roster re¬ 
turning after making two big moves in as many days to keep their own free 
agents. On Monday, center fielder Angel Pagan agreed to a $40 mil¬ 
lion, four-year contract. Left-handed reliever Jeremy Affeldt re¬ 
ceived an $18 million, three-year contract on Nov. 14. Retain¬ 
ing Affeldt, Pagan and Scutaro were among the top priorities 
for Sabean and Evans this offseason.The 31 -year-old Pagan 
batted .288 with eight home runs, 56 RBIs and a San Fran- 
cisco-best 15 triples in his first season with the Giants. Pagan 
said late in the season and again after the World Series parade 
that he hoped to return, but wanted to test free agency and 
sought some job security in the form of a multiyear deal. 

On Friday, Sabean said the club had made backup plans 
to move forward without Pagan or Scutaro in case nei¬ 
ther decided to re-sign - but progress with Pagan appar¬ 
ently happened during the weekend after Sabean said, "We don't 
have a deal, so that tells you we're not close." San Francisco 
declined Friday to tender a contract to closer Brian Wilson, 
the 2010 majors saves leader with 48. The right-hander 
is working his way back from a second Tommy John 
surgery on his pitching elbow.

The Washington Nationals have add¬ 
ed a veteran presence to an already for¬ 
midable rotation, agreeing to terms with 
Dan Haren, according to sources. 

Haren's deal is for one year and 
worth $13 million, Fox Sports reported. 
The deal is pending a physical, multiple 
sources say. 

Haren, 32, endured a disappointing 
2012 with the Los Angeles Angels, go¬ 
ing 12-13 with a 4.33 ERA -- the worst of 
his 10-year career - in 30 starts. He had 
his contract bought out by the Angels for 
$3.5 million in November. 

"I think it's a great move, if we can get 
him," Nationals manager Davey John¬ 
son said Tuesday at the winter meetings 
in Nashville. "Great athlete, outstand¬ 
ing stuff -- gamer. He fits right in. He 
can swing the bat. If we get that final¬ 
ized, he'll be a great addition." A three¬ 
time All-Star, Haren would join a rotation 
in Washington that includes Stephen 
Strasburg,Gio Gonzalez, Jordan Zim- 
mermann and Ross Detwiler. That rota¬ 
tion helped carry the Nationals to the NL 
East title last season. Johnson said he 
expects Haren to step in as the leader of 
Washington's rotation next season."I've 
got some young guys that act like vet¬ 
erans, and they pitched like veterans 
last year for me," Johnson said. "But 
adding a veteran like Haren is going to 
make things even better. I've seen him 
pitch over the years, and he's an intense 
competitor. Hopefully we'll get it done." 
Haren owns a career record of 119-97 
with a 3.66 ERA in 296 games. Johnson 
said he's fully familiar with Haren and 
says he might do even better in the NL. 

"He pitched a lot of innings, and he 
had a decent year for Anaheim," John¬ 
son said. "Also, the American League 
is a little bit tougher with an extra DH in 


there. I like his stuff. I like 
his competitiveness." 

Haren has made a 
at least 30 starts 
in eight straight 
years. Known 
for his durabil¬ 
ity, he went 
on the dis¬ 
abled list for 
the first time 
in his career 
last season because of a 
back issue. 

Johnson also predicted 
free-agent first baseman- 
Adam LaRoche will re-sign 
with the Nationals. 

"Adam LaRoche is going 
to come back," the manag¬ 
er said. "I mean, if I have to 
go to Kansas and take him 
and all his cattle to Florida, 

I will." 

Washington brought 
postseason baseball to 
the capital for the first time 
since 1933. After coming 
within a strike of advancing 
to the NL championship se¬ 
ries on five different pitch¬ 
es, the Nationals lost to St. 
Louis in Game 5 of the NL 
division series. 

"I think we're in a per¬ 
fect position to show the 
world that we're a pretty 
good ballclub, and we 
can go farther into the 
postseason," Johnson 
said. "World Series or 
bust, that's probably the 
slogan this year. But I'm 
comfortable with that."

David Wright proud to return to Mets 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. - 
None of the most notable 
players in New York Mets 
history has played his en¬ 
tire career with the fran¬ 
chise. 

Tom Seaver was traded 
to the Cincinnati Reds mid¬ 
way through 1977, while en 
route to a 21-win season. 
Nolan Ryan landed with the 
Angels in an all-time notori¬ 
ous trade for Jim Fregosi. 
Even 1986 World Series 
heroes Dwight Gooden and 
Darryl Strawberry finished 
their careers with George 
Steinbrenner's Yankees. 

David Wright, who grew 
up rooting for the Mets' 
Triple-A affiliate in his na¬ 
tive Norfolk, Va., was deter¬ 
mined to be the exception. 
Now he has the contract to 
realize the goal of being the 
Mets' equivalent to Cal Rip¬ 
ken Jr., Chipper Jones and 
Derek Jeter. 

After an intense 12-hour 
negotiation period that in¬ 
cluded three conference 
calls in which he partici¬ 
pated, Wright agreed to 
an eight-year, $138 million 
contract early last Friday 
that will keep him under 
Mets control through 2020. 

Wright joined Mets chief 
operating officer Jeff Wil- 
pon, general manager San¬ 
dy Alderson, manager Terry 
Collins and other team offi¬ 
cials for celebratory dinner 
Tuesday night at The Palm 
in Nashville, home of the 
winter meetings. The Mets 
held a formal press con¬ 
ference Wednesday at the 
Gaylord Opryland Resort. 

"It wouldn't mean as 
much winning somewhere 
else as it would, obvi¬ 
ously, winning here," said 
Wright, who was joined at 
the press conference by 
his father Rhon, mother 
Elisa and girlfriend Molly 
Beers. "I grew up watch¬ 


ing Cal Ripken Jr., playing 
against Chipper Jones for 
these number of years, be¬ 
ing across town from Derek 
Jeter. 

"I think there's some¬ 
thing to be said for that. 
And I'm very proud of that 
- to be able to be drafted 
at 18 by this organization, 
groomed, developed, make 
your big league debut with 
your favorite team growing 
up, having the opportunity 
for my friends and family to 
almost start bleeding blue 
and orange. It was a no- 
brainer for me. And it was 
very important to be able to 
finish what I started." 

Wright's contract techni¬ 
cally is the largest in Mets 
history. The previous re¬ 
cord holder, Johan San¬ 
tana, was awarded $137.5 
million over six seasons, 
making the left-hander's 
contract worth $5.67 mil¬ 
lion more in average an¬ 
nual value. 

To surpass Santana's to¬ 
tal, Mets officials also are 
including the $16 million 
Wright already was owed 
in 2013 as part of the new 
package. 

Wright's new deal actu¬ 
ally reduces his salary next 
season in order to give the 
Mets more payroll flexibility. 

Wright, who saw ex¬ 
teammate Jose Reyes 
get traded to Toronto af¬ 
ter the first year of a con¬ 
tract signed with the Miami 
Marlins last December, 
received a full no-trade 
clause from the outset of 
his deal. That protection 
would have kicked in any¬ 
way midway through the 
2014 season, since Wright 
will have accumulated 10 
years of major league ser¬ 
vice time, all with the same 
organization. 

Wright likely will formally 
become the team's first 


captain since John Franco 
early next year. Wilpon and 
Wright both said the "C" will 
be placed on Wright's uni¬ 
form, assuming teammates 
grant their blessings during 
spring training. 

"I think David already is 
the captain," Wilpon said. 
"It doesn't need somebody 
to say you're the captain. 

"What David has shown 
is leadership without hav¬ 
ing to have a 'C' on his 
chest, or somebody hav¬ 
ing to name him captain. I 
think what Terry and Sandy 
and I have talked about is if 
the players come in spring 
and say, 'Hey, listen, we re¬ 
ally want David to be the 
captain, and be named 
the captain.' Then I'm sure 
Terry will bring that back 
and we'll do something like 
that." 

Wright already holds 
franchise records for hits, 
runs scored, RBIs, dou¬ 
bles, walks and total bases. 

One notable milestone 
he does not already pos¬ 


sess - games played now 
should ultimately end up 
his as well. Ed Kranepool 
logged 1,853 games in a 
Mets uniform during a ca¬ 
reer that spanned 18 sea¬ 
sons, beginning from the 
Mets' inaugural season in 
1962. Wright, who turns 30 
on Dec. 20, has appeared 
in 1,262 games as a Met. 

While Wright is now un¬ 
der the team's control for 
eight more seasons, the 
Mets have plenty of work 
ahead this winter. They are 
trying to negotiate a con¬ 
tract extension with reign¬ 
ing Cy Young Award winner 
R.A. Dickey, who is under 
contract to the club for next 
season at $5 million. 

The Mets also desper¬ 
ately need help in the out¬ 
field -- where the current 
starting three would be 
Lucas Duda, Kirk Nieuwen- 
huis and Mike Baxter. They 
need upgrades at catcher 
and in the bullpen as well. 

Wright met with Wilpon in 
Miami for a late-night burg¬ 
er during the Mets' final se¬ 


ries of the regular season. 
He then golfed with Aider- 
son in the third baseman's 
native Virginia shortly after 
the season. During both 
occasions, Wright said, he 
needed to be convinced 
the Mets had a plan going 
forward to return the team 
to competitiveness after a 
fourth straight losing sea¬ 
son in 2012. 

Wright said Alderson's 
details were specific -- fu¬ 
ture payroll projections, 
prospects in the pipeline, 
and free-agent targets for 
years to come. 

"It was not only go¬ 
ing through some of our 
prospects and some of 
our minor leaguers player 
by player, but also what 
our needs are - what he 
plans on giving to get these 
needs," Wright said. "Obvi¬ 
ously without going into too 
much detail, it was an im¬ 
portant conversation." 

"I think he wanted to be 
a Met," Alderson said. "I 
think he wanted to be con¬ 
vinced."
